high handed manner in which for‘a series’ of 
years before the outbreak’ at Tientsin, ‘Franca 
had carried on her relations with the Pekin 
Government. In. referonce to the massacre 
of Christians in the Corea, M. pp BetLower 
wrote to the Prince of Kuxd informing ‘him 
that this act had entirely separated that 
Kingdom from its tributary counéction with 
China; that the French would levy war. upon 
it, and jt would reat with the Expzgor of the 
Frencu what would be the fate of the Kire 
of the Conga; the despatch concluding with 
an expression of opinion that this’ con- 
spicuous punishment would bo of gredt na- 
vantage to the Chinese Government, by 
leading the Provincia] Authorities to reflect 
upon the inaxpedioncy of listening too much 
to their personal prejudices, and by perhaps 
averting in Ching a military: intervention 
which the conciliatory offorta of the Prince 
of Kuna might probably not prevent.
